THE planning 
committee at 
Cowbridge with 
Llanblethian Town 
Council has decid¬ 
ed to support the 
proposed housing 
development at 
Primrose Hill - 
after a tied vote, 
which led to chair¬ 
man Coun Sue Cox 
using her casting 
vote, writes 

PHILIP IRWIN. 

The proposal has 
been made jointly by 
the United Welsh 
Housing Association 
and building company 
Charles Church. 

In the plan - which is 
only an outline one - 
the housing association 
will build 48 affordable 
homes, while Charles 
Church will build the 31 
intended for the private 
market. 

It was the large pro¬ 
portion of affordable 
homes that prompted 
much of the discussion 
in the planning commit¬ 
tee meeting, while there 
were a number of con¬ 
cerns over infrastruc¬ 
ture issues. 

Coun Cox told The 
GEM that she had used 
her casting vote so that 
these concerns would be 
made known to the Vale 
Council by the closing 
date for comments, 
which is September 10. 

Hanging over the dis¬ 


cussion at the meeting 
was the expectation that 
Cowbridge will be 
given a quota of new 
housing when the Vale 
Council’s Local 

Development Plan 
(LDP) is released later 
this autumn. 

Coun Jonathan 
Williams took the view 
that this quota was like¬ 
ly to be in the region of 
500 and, if so, the 
Primrose Hill plan was 
one that should be con¬ 


sidered, because of the 
high proportion of 
affordable homes. 

He said: “We can’t 
oppose all develop¬ 
ments in Cowbridge.” 

He said that it was his 
understanding that 30 
per cent of the homes 
would be social hous¬ 
ing, with 40 per cent for 
private sale. 

The remaining 30 per 
cent, he noted, would be 
low cost and available 
for sale - capped at 70 


per cent of the open 
market price. 

He said that this 
would give young 
Cowbridge people the 
chance to buy a home 
and stay in the town, 
rather than have to 
move away. 

He said: “Cowbridge 
has had plenty of homes 
built that are out of the 
reach of young people 
but none of this type.”

Housing plan: 
infrastructure 
concerns aired

FROM PAGE 1) 

Coun Williams said 
that Cowbridge should 
have 22 such houses 
built each year, and it 
was years since any had 
been. He noted how 
quickly the development 
in the Herberts had been 
snapped up. 

However, there were a 
number of concerns 
expressed by councillors 
- which can be grouped 
under the general head¬ 
ing of infrastructure. 

Coun Nicola Thomas 
said that she was con¬ 
cerned about the 
inevitable water run-off 
from the development, 
and how this would 
affect homes further 
down Primrose Hill. 

Coun Andrea Burges 
said that the sewerage 
system covering the area 
was already inadequate, 
and that there were fre¬ 
quent problems with the 
pumping station near St 
Athan Road. 

Coun Williams said 
that the section 106 for 
the development would 
be considerable, and that 
money from that could 
pay for improvements. 

Coun Marian Arnold 
said that this issue would 
not have arisen if the 
Vale Council had 
allowed building at 
Llandow. 

She also argued that 
new houses would be a 
problem for local 
schools, saying that the 


schools were already 
full. 

Coun Sue Cox 
responded to this, saying 
that section 106 agree¬ 
ments were frequently 
used to provide extra 
classroom space. 

She also expressed 
concern about whether 
this development would 
be counted as part of any 
quota for housing that 
would be allocated for 
Cowbridge. 

After the meeting, she 
told The GEM that it cer¬ 
tainly should be part of 
any quota. 

Coun Gwen Baty 
expressed concern that 
the next thing would be a 
similar plan for housing 
on the other side of the 
road. 

Coun Marian Arnold 
called the plan a “blot on 
the landscape” and said 
that it would ruin an 
“important gateway into 
the town”. 

When the vote was 
tied, Coun Cox used the 
casting vote to vote in 
favour of the plan, so that 
the council’s concerns 
would be known to the 
Vale Council. 

She said that it was 
important to remember 
that it was an outline 
plan, and that there 
would be more opportu¬ 
nities for the council to 
comment should it move 
to a full application. 

The final decision, of 
course, will rest with the 
Vale Council planning 


committee. 

There were no local 
residents at the meeting, 
but The GEM under¬ 
stands that a residents’ 
group is being formed. 

A number of people 
affected by the plan have 
already sent letters 
opposing it to the town 
council and Vale 
Council. 

A spokeswoman told 
The GEM: “Letters of 
objection have to be at 
the Vale Council within 
21 days from August 20.

other options; people on 
modest salaries can’t 
afford to travel by taxi 
every day.” 

Mr Davies said that 
residents would find it 
difficult to understand 
Welsh Government tar¬ 
gets for sustainable 
transport, while they 
were reducing support 
for buses - particularly 
in rural areas. 

He added: “Residents 
have told me that they 
understand a reduction 
in frequency where 
appropriate, because the 
funding has been cut by 
the Welsh Government.

Coun Lis Burnett, 
cabinet member for 
regeneration, innova¬ 
tion, planning and trans¬ 
portation, responded: 
“The council does sup¬ 
port a considerable 
number of bus services 
across the Vale; and 
spends several hundred 
thousand pounds each 
year on supporting serv¬ 
ices that are not com¬ 
mercially viable. 

“However, as money 
is tight, we have to 
explore options for 
securing the best net¬ 
work we can within the 
budgets we have avail¬ 
able. 

“I will be bringing a 
report to cabinet in the 
autumn on options for 
providing an efficient 
and affordable bus serv¬ 
ice in the rural Vale. In

Local MPs 
explain their 
‘Syria’ vote 


IN the past week, the issue of 
whether the United Kingdom 
should take part in military 
action against the Syrian 
regime, or not, has dominated 
the media headlines. 

The GEM invited local MPs Alun 
Cairns (Conservative) and Madeleine 
Moon (Labour) to explain how they 
arrived at their decisions to vote in that 
dramatic Westminster debate.. 

Alun Cairns supported the 
Commons’ motion, stressing it was a 
cautious one and that it indicated a 
further vote was needed before 
action could go ahead. 

He said: “With memories of Iraq 
and Afghanistan, I was more than 
reluctant to see our country involved in 
military conflict. 

“Yet, the obvious sujfering of inno¬ 
cent children and civilians on televi¬ 
sion screens is heart-breaking. 

“Instinctively, I am opposed to mili¬ 
tary action so I urged the Prime 
Minister to develop a consensus. 

“The motion last week was very 


cautious. It was specific in demanding 
a further vote before any action could 
take place. 

“It called for a strong humanitarian 
response and that any action must be 
legal, proportionate and focused on 
saving lives. 

“This required a further vote in the 
House of Commons before any military 
action. This is why on balance, I sup¬ 
ported the motion. ” 

Madeleine Moon did not support 
the motion and said she wanted the 
United Nations to assess the evidence 
collected by its inspectors first. 

She said: “I voted for the UN 
inspectors to have time to collect their 
evidence, analysis it, and make it 
available for a debate in the UN. 

“I voted to allow the UN to take 
responsibility for the use of chemical 
weapons. 

“The UN will be a paper tiger until 
forced to take responsibility. 

“There was no clear national inter¬ 
est to be served, no workable strategy 
identified, or viable plan put forward 
that I could support. ” (SEE PAGE 8)

HOSPITAL CHIEFS 
EXPLAIN THEIR 
PLAN OF ACTION 


A meeting of the 
ABMU Health 
Board today 

(Thursday) will be 
told about what 
actions are being 
taken to improve 
care at the Princess 
of Wales Hospital, 
Bridgend. 

Dr Push Mangat, 
ABMU’s Interim 

Medical Director, said: 
““Since these issues were 
reported a significant 
number of actions have 
been taken.” 

Concerns about the 
hospital include higher 
mortality rates in some 
specialties than might be 
expected; a number of 
adverse Ombudsman and 
inquest reports, and the 
investigation currently 
under way into allega¬ 
tions of falsification by 
some nurses of patient 
records. 

Other areas of concern 
include doctor shortages 
in the Emergency 
Department and issues 
around C.difficile infec¬ 
tions. 

In a statement, an 
ABMU Health Board 
spokesperson said: 
“Urgent actions have 
already been under way 
for several months to 
tackle the problems, and 
even more will be done 
in the months ahead. 

“Clinical leadership 
actions taken over the 
summer have already 
started to make a differ¬ 
ence. Eour wards have 
had significantly lower 
number of incidents over 
the past two months, and 
ongoing inspection of

these areas has revealed 
good standards of patient 
care and documentation.” 
EXTRA NURSES 

The statement contin¬ 
ued: “Nursing numbers 
are being increased, with 
31 whole time equivalent 
qualified nurses starting 
in the Princess of Wales 
Hospital this month. 

“They will reduce the 
need for temporary bank 
and agency nurse cover, 
and ensure an additional 
registered nurse can be 
on each medical ward at 
night. 

“A chief nurse for the 
hospital, Lesley Bevan, 
has also been appointed, 
and Dr Jonathan 
Goodfellow has taken up 
the new role of assistant 
medical director. 

“In addition, a new 
head of nursing for the 
Bridgend locality was 
appointed in August and 
will start in November.” 

The Health Board will 
be told that there have 
been changes in how the 
nurses work. Ward 
Sisters and Charge 
Nurses will be seen on 
the ward more, reviewing 
each patient at least three 
times per shift. 

Ward Sisters will also 
be available during the 
evening to provide pro¬ 
fessional support and a 
new role of ward admin¬ 
istrator has been created 
to support senior nurses 
and free them to spend 
more time with patients. 

The spokesperson 
added: “Another vital 


action has been the set¬ 
ting up of a ‘Quality and 
Safety Improvement 
Programme’ for the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital, which is 
chaired by chief execu¬ 
tive, Paul Roberts. 

“Its role is to drive and 
monitor the progress of 
improvements in patient 
safety, quality and clini¬ 
cal governance issues.” 

Paul Roberts said: 
“While the majority of 
care provided at the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital is of a high stan¬ 
dard, it is clear that there 
are areas where much 
improvement is needed. 

“I would like to assure 
patients and their fami¬ 
lies that ABMU is taking 
these issues very serious¬ 
ly and we are doing 
everything possible to 
improve standards of 
care. 

“ABMU Health Board 
is determined that those 
improvements will be 
made, and that the quali¬ 
ty of all our care is con¬ 
sistently high.”

Mother is 
jailed for 
making 
a false 
allegation 


AN innocent young 
man spent 30 days 
on remand in cus¬ 
tody when his girl¬ 
friend lied to the 
police and claimed 
he had attacked 
her, Cardiff Crown 
Court was told. 

Russell Crowe (21) 
was charged with false 
imprisonment, making 
threats to kill and 
assault, but the proceed¬ 
ings were dropped when 
Sarah Lopez withdrew 
her statement which, she 
said, she had made up. 

Lopez (32), a mother 
of one, of St Aiden’s 
Rise, Barry, was jailed 
for 10 months after she 
pleaded guilty to 
attempting to pervert the 
cause of justice. 

Judge Neil Bidder 
said: “You made false 
allegations of serious 
criminal conduct against 
your then partner. 

“As a result, the 
police responded to an 
emergency call in which 
their time was wasted, 
and most significantly, 
Mr Crowe was remand¬ 
ed in custody from May 
30 until June 28.” 

He said that in no way 
had the relationship with 
Mr Crowe been an abu¬ 
sive one. 

At the time, both had 
been drinking and Mr 
Crowe couldn’t remem¬ 
ber what had happened, 
and therefore give a pos¬ 
itive story to the police. 

Said the judge: “An 
immediate custodial sen¬ 
tence is inevitable. This 
was a wicked offence.” 

Prosecutor David 
Pugh said that they 
formed a relationship in 
2012. On May 30 this 
year, in the early hours, 
she called the police 
claiming Mr Crowe had 
broken into her house, 
picked up a glass and 
went to strike her with it. 

“She also alleged that 
two weeks before, he 
tied her to a chair.

LAST Thursday, the UK 
Government lost a critical 
vote on possible future 
intervention in Syria. I 
agreed when first elected, to 
provide a regular column 
for GEM readers which 
shed light on the inside 
workings of Westminster - 
this vote seems like one of 
those times when further 
explanations are needed. 

On Sunday, September 25, the 
world was told of the recall of 
Parliament by a tweet from David 
Cameron, saying the Speaker had 
agreed to his request for a recall. 

This was news to the majority of 
MPs. 

There had been letters to the 
Government demanding a vote in 
the Commons before any action 
was taken in relation to Syria, but 
this was the first indication that 
action was pending. 

There is a rule in politics that 
the meeting before the meeting is 
the important meeting. The pre¬ 
meeting is where the decisions are 
made, the bargaining and negotia¬ 
tions held, allowing a consensus 
on positions to be revealed. 

It is the job of the ‘Whips’ to do 
this work with MPs. They ask the 
questions about how people feel 
about the proposed vote and tease 
out the areas of concern and oppo¬ 
sition. 

They get the feel of the level of 
support and opposition - which 
opposition can be overcome by 
‘tweaking’ and how great any 


rebellion may be. 

This is where the disaster start¬ 
ed to unfold for the Government: 
there seems to have been little 
assessment of the mood of 
Coalition MPs. The failure to con¬ 
sult added to the angry mood of 
MPs, who found that they had to 
abandon families and make sud¬ 
den travel plans to return to 
London, in what was, in effect, 
one voting day early. 

This rush added to a feeling of 
decisions having already been 
made that required a vote before 
the weekend. 

The recall also had implications 
for police and security staff, cater¬ 
ing and research staff - all of 
whom were called back to work. 

The cost of all of this has yet to 
be revealed, but it will have been 
large. Having been deafened by 
the mantra of austerity, this sudden 
high-cost exercise added to anger. 

The Government motion made 
clear the lack of support from the 
Coalition benches for immediate 
retaliatory action, before the UN 
inspectors had done their work. 

The motion was a clear indica¬ 
tor that the recall was unnecessary. 
It said nothing that could not have 
waited until the Monday sitting. 

There has been considerable 
discussion about the impact of the 
vote on the decision to join 
America in the Iraq war influenc¬ 
ing the outcome of last Thursday’s 
vote. That cannot be denied. 

There was a feeling that 
Parliament wanted more informa¬ 
tion, more evidence, more legal 
advice and, most importantly, not

to be bounced into making a deci¬ 
sion. 

A prime example was the often- 
repeated mantra that the Arab 
League wanted Western interven¬ 
tion. 

This intrigued me, since Syria is 
a member, and I wanted to check 
how the vote had been taken and 
who had voted for Western action. 

My main concern was that a 
small majority of one grouping of 


the League, perhaps a Sunni one, 
had carried the vote. This would 
have meant that the West could be 
seen as supporting Sunni against 
Shia. 

A quick google search on my 
ipad in the Chamber found the 
Secretary-General of the League 
falling short of endorsing interven¬ 
tion, and stressing that this would 
increase anti-Western feeling in the 
region. 

I was not in the Commons years 
ago when the Iraq vote was taken; 
there have been reports of intimi¬ 
dation by the Whips’ office to 
force people to support the vote. 

This is a very different 
Commons; threats of violence, loss 
of political advancement and 
intimidation no longer hold the 
power they once did. 

So many rebellions have taken 
place in this Parliament that the 
spell has been broken. 

The debate, when called, gave 
backbenchers a window of five 
minutes to make a speech. The 
rules allow an extra minute for the 
first two interventions taken. 

Thus, many speakers had seven 
minutes to make their points. 

Some were given extra time 
because they were making excel¬ 
lent speeches. Some had agree¬ 
ments with friends to intervene on 
each other, to gain extra time - 
and others, who had little respect 
in the Chamber, were given time 
to make themselves appear more 
foolish. 

As we came to the wind-up 
speeches, tension increased: the 
failure of the deputy Prime 


Minister to give clear answers to 
questions about the use of RAF 
bases in Cyprus made many 
uneasy. 

The rumour that Parliament 
would be recalled again over the 
weekend, if the Government was 
not happy with the vote, also hard¬ 
ened positions. 

It was no shock to see the 
Labour amendment defeated. It 
was, however, a shock to see the 
Government motion lost. 

Later, it emerged that 31 
Coalition party MPs failed to vote 
- including four Ministers - who 
failed to return from holiday; 10 
members of the Coalition 
Government failed to vote, two 
claimed not to have heard the divi¬ 
sion bell. 

Where does this leave us now? 
I am pleased that President 
Obama is now saying Congress 
will have the chance to debate and 
vote on American action. 

The UN must take a stance on 
the use of chemical weapons, an 
issue which affects ah but the 
seven nations who have failed to 
sign or fully ratify the Convention 
on the use of chemical weapons. 

The G8 and G20 meet next 
week. The membership has the 
opportunity to tackle Russia on its 
support for Assad. 

Senior Government figures 
have said there will be no second 
vote on intervention by the UK. A 
week is a long time in politics; 
things will have moved on consid¬ 
erably by the time you read this.

The Fferm Goch farm 
was based on the farm 
known as Red Farm, 
Penllyn, and was pur¬ 
chased in late 1938 - 
212 acres of land includ¬ 
ing a farmhouse, out¬ 
buildings and two cot¬ 
tages. 

In a report written 
prior to purchase, by 
Robert R Jones, Land 
Commissioner, he esti¬ 
mated that the property 
could be bought at the 
1930 valuation of £6,500 
plus an uplift for 
enhancements since that 
date. He recommended 
the farm’s suitability for 
the purpose of land set¬ 
tlement. 

Recruitment for all 
the sites was from the 
high unemployment 
areas in the south Wales 
coalfields, mainly from 
the Rhondda. A long 
period of training was 
provided and Fferm 
Goch had the advantage 
of being located near to 
the first settlement at 
Boverton. 

A ‘garden village’ was 
built in the form of

FOLLOWING on the fascinat¬ 
ing article by Henry Hand in 
The GEM last week, recounting 
his wartime experiences at RAF 
Llandow, David Dimmock 
throws more light on the 
renowned Ira ‘Taffy’Jones. Mr 
Dimmock, a member of Garw 
Valley Heritage Society, was 
recently interviewed by BBC 
Radio Wales on his finding of a 
Cromwellian cannonball, 
thought to have been used at the 
siege ofPlas y Bettws during the 
Civil War. 

THE STORMY 
DOWN FLIGHT OF 
‘TAFFY’ JONES. 

During the late 1970s, I worked 
as a foreman renovating a World 
War Two rifle range at the former 
RAF airfield at Stormy Down, 
Porthcawl, which was being 
adapted for use by the Territorial 
Army. 

Part of the job entailed remov¬ 
ing the spent bullets from the sand 
at the back of the range. This was 
because of the high lead content 
for scrap value - and, needless to 
say, I gathered a few souvenirs for 
my trouble. 

Years later, while working as a 
bricklayer during the construction 
of the Princess of Wales Hospital 
in Bridgend, I happened to men¬ 
tion my involvement with Stormy 
Down to a workmate. Bill, and he 
said that he had served part of his 
time in the RAF at that particular 
airfield. 

He recalled details of an inci¬ 
dent which occurred during an 


attack on the airfield by Luftwaffe 
bombers. As the attack materi¬ 
alised, Bill found himself next to 
an ablutions hut, into which he 
promptly threw himself, seeking 
more secure shelter under a 
Belfast sink. 

Moments later, a man Bill 
recognised as his Commanding 
Officer, ‘Taffy’ Jones, entered the 
hut and also sought the same shel¬ 
ter as Bill. As the two men waited 
for the attack to subside, a line of 
machine-gun bullets came through 
the roof and ricocheted off the 
floor in front of them. 

‘Taffy’ who suffered from a 
pronounced stammer, was so 
incensed, he uttered the one word 
B-B-B-Bastards! He ran out of 
the hut, shaking his fist at the now 
departing enemy, sprinted across 
the tarmac, jumped into and took 
off in an unarmed Hawker Henley 
training aircraft, in hot pursuit of 
the enemy bombers. 

He attacked a Ju88 with the 
cockpit Verey pistol, but was tar¬ 
geted by the enemy’s rear gunner, 
who fired a burst of bullets into 
Taffy’s wing, forcing him to break 
off and return to Stormy Down, 
where he landed safely (some¬ 
thing of an event for Taffy, who 
had a history of crash landings). 

This was not the end of the mat¬ 
ter, for Taffy was reprimanded for 
his actions. I suspect that there 
must have been a few smiles at the 
Air Ministry, along with a sneak¬ 
ing respect for this hot-headed lit¬ 
tle Welshman! 

I would like to think that some 
of my souvenir rounds once came 


from Taffy’s service revolver dur¬ 
ing target practice, fired by the 
great man himself. 

I did discover from subsequent 
conversations with Bill, that he 
had eventually joined a special 
forces group put together for 
‘Combined Operations.’ 

Once his duties required him to 
act as Winston Churchill’s body¬ 
guard, when he visited the North 
African front. 

Bill also served in Italy and 
with Tito’s partisans in Yugoslavia 
on the Balkan front. His unit had 
the famous actor Douglas 
Fairbanks Jnr attached to it as US 
Navy liaison officer. 

Taffy was in fact James Ira 
Thomas Jones, DSO, MC, DFC 
and bar, MM. A flying ace of the 
First World War, he is listed as 
having 37 kills to his name. 

The stammer came from the act 
of being rolled down a very steep 
hill, in a wooden barrel as a small 
child. 

Throughout his brilliant 
RFC/RAF career, he had a reputa¬ 
tion of crashing on landing, and 
this was discovered to be caused 
by his defective sight. Imagine 
what the man could have done 
with perfect vision! 

After the war, he wrote two 
books of his experiences as a pilot, 
and a biography of Edward 
Mannock another ‘ace’. 

‘Taffy’ died after accidentally 
falling off a ladder at his home in 
1960. He is buried at Canaan 
Chapel, Bancyfelin.

FOR ‘HORRIFIC’ ATTACK 


A PUB employee was 
a victim of an “horrif¬ 
ic”, unprovoked 
attack at the hands of

Tony Dell was 
punched, kicked and 
stamped on the head. 

Cardiff Crown Court 


heard that at one stage, a 
woman shouted at the 
pair: “Why don’t you 
stop being bullies?” 

Sonny Hannah (18) of 
Laleston Close, Barry, 
and Thomas Jenkins (19) 
of Winston Road, Barry, 
each admitted a charge of 
causing actual bodily 
harm. 

Hannah, who had been 
in custody for 46 days. 


was sentenced to a deten¬ 
tion training order for a 
year, and Jenkins was 
sent to a young offender 
institution for 15 months. 

Judge Philip Richards 
said: “This was an horrif¬ 
ic attack on a young man. 
Fortunately, without any 
thanks to you, he escaped 
with injuries which were 
not gravely serious.” 

He added: “But I am

sure the attack caused 
him a great deal of fear. It 
would be outrageous if 
persons such as you, who 
behaved in a vicious, vio¬ 
lent way, should escape 
with a non-custodial sen¬ 
tence.” 

Prosecutor Nicholas 
Gareth Jones said that in 
the early hours of May 7, 
Mr Dell, who was in his 
early 20s, was walking 
home along Merthyr 
Dyfan Road. 

A car containing the 
defendants drove past 
and he was shouted at. 

They got out, and he 
was punched in the face 
by Jenkins, who said: 
“You are a ... grass”. Mr 
Dell didn’t understand, 
and Jenkins punched him 
again. 

Hannah grabbed him. 


punched him to the head 
and dragged him into the 
road. 

The two defendants, 
said Mr Jones, had hold 
of him and he was 
punched in the lower 
back and stamped to the 
head. 

“He could not see 
properly, and was kicked 
several times,” added the 
prosecution. 

The pair returned to 
the car and drove off, and 
Mr Dell called 999. But 
soon after, the defendants 
found him hiding in a 
garden. When a police 
van appeared, Mr Dell 
said: “Do what you want, 
the coppers are here.” 

The men were arrested 
and Mr Dell was physi¬ 
cally sick. 

Jenkins claimed he

had separated Hannah 
and Mr Dell, and Hannah 
said he delivered just one 
punch. 

Said Mr Jones: “This 
was a wholly unpro¬ 
voked attack in the 
street.” 

Jenkins was said to 
have a conviction for 
affray, and Hannah con¬ 
victions for causing dam¬ 
age, affray and possess¬ 
ing an offensive weapon. 

Kevin Seal, for 
Jenkins, said he had writ¬ 
ten to the victim express¬ 
ing remorse and had 
hoped to join the Army. 

It was not, said Mr 
Seal, in any way a 
revenge attack. 

“.Jen ki ns should never 
have become involved. 
He has let himself and his 
family down, and he has 
no-one to blame but him¬ 
self.” 

Adam Sharpe, for 
Hannah, said: “This case 
has had a great impact on 
him. His confrontation 
was inexcusable”. 

At an early age, he 
said, Hannah had had 
behavioural problems 
and had not received any 
education. A brother, 
aged 22, died from a 
heroin overdose. 

“With assistance, he 
could turn things 
around,” said Mr Sharpe. 

Jenkins was ordered to 
pay a victim surcharge of 
£100, and Hannah a vic¬ 
tim surcharge of £20.

M ichael 

BAY has 
been some¬ 
thing of a whipping 
boy for film critics, 
his films being 
accused of relying 
too heavily on CGI 
and bombast rather 
than actual story¬ 
telling, and of look¬ 
ing superb but lack¬ 
ing in substance. 

It's a criticism that the 
director attempts to 
address with Pain And 
Gain, a true story that 
tells of how three body¬

Mackie), tired of seeing 
others make money and 
live the high life, are 
caught up in an extortion 
and kidnapping scheme 
that soon spirals wildly 
out of control, putting 
their lives at risk...

shiny hood lies an empty 
shell devoid of any 
humanity or connection. 

That the events of the 
film are true makes it 
even more shocking, but 
fitting that it’s Bay who 
brings it to the big 
screen. It's almost a noir, 
but dripping in Day-Glo 
and soundtracked by rap 
and rock music (think the 
Coens’ Blood Simple but 
far more tasteless), and 
while Bay may have a 
lower budget, he doesn’t 
scrimp on the gun fights, 
fast cars and action. 

There is a sense of a 
film director trying to 
reconnect with his base 
motives, the use of hand¬ 
held cameras and clever 
editing giving the film a 
style and panache, but it 
all feels so very Bay. 

The performances fol¬ 
low a similar path, with 
the elements played for 
(black) comedic effect 
rather than the harrowing 
story that it could have 
been, and while Mark 
Wahlberg continues to 
show the makings of a 
good comedy actor, the 


likes of Dwayne 
Johnson, Anthony 
Mackie and Rebel 
Wilson manage to wring 
the pathos out of their 
characters when not 
involved in the ridiculous 
story. 

The main problem 
with Pain And Gain is 
that there’s just no char¬ 
acter you can connect 
with - all these people 
are just a gallery of 
grotesques, caught up in 
their own selfish worlds, 
with the most forgiveable 
characters downplayed in 
favour of the more 
morally bankrupt ones. 

With Bay returning to 
the comforting world of 
Transformers for his next 
film, his diversion into 
low-key filmmaking 
doesn’t herald the hoped- 
for results. 

While the strength of a 
true artist can be meas¬ 
ured by their success 
when stripped down to 
their basic elements, 
when you strip Michael 
Bay down all you get is 
just more of the same - 
and that's not necessarily 
a good thing. 

VERDICT - A film 
that takes a ridiculous 
real-life story and man¬ 
ages to make it even 
more ridiculous. Pain 
And Gain needs to be 
watched with a sense of 
irony. With morally 
bankrupt characters, 
there is little humanity on 
the film, something that 
the flashy visuals can’t 
manage to mask. Poor.

Those were the days when it seemed that 
almost any team, no matter how ‘lowly’, 
could come to Cardiff reasonably confident 
of victory; and there were some horrendous 
and humiliating score-lines, both home and 
away, as Welsh rugby’s reputation sank to 
its lowest ebb. 

Mocked and derided as ‘40-minute no- 
hopers’ on the world scene, despite intermit¬ 
tent purple patches, it is easy to forget that 
not too long ago there was even lofty talk, 
over the border, of England (and France) 
breaking away from Wales and the other 
Celtic nations, who were considered not to

be on their competitive level! 

At home, certain pundits in the media, as 
well as some leading ex-players, were 
gloomily predicting that ^ Wales will never 
again win a championship title... our players 
are too small, and not fit or physical 
enough...^ 

All of that arrant nonsense has finally 
been laid to rest by the current crop of 
redoubtable young men in red; not only with 
their ruthless 30-3 demolition of a Grand 
Slam-chasing England in last season’s Six 
Nations championship decider at Cardiff, 
but in the Lions’ epic final test against 
Australia - when two thirds of the starting 
team were Welsh - and most of the coaches 
were also from the Welsh camp, headed by 
Warren Gatland. 

The renaissance had briefly flickered into 
life in 2005, with a Grand Slam under Mike 
Ruddock, but truly flowered with the 
WRU’s canny appointment of Kiwi head 
coach Gatland in 2008 - following Wales’ 
shock World Cup exit at the hands of rugby 
‘minnows’ Fiji, amid universal ridicule. 

Three Grand Slams, Triple Crowns, and a 
RWC semi-final on, the former international 
whipping boys are now being touted as 2015 
Rugby World Cup contenders (albeit some¬ 
what prematurely) by some of the selfsame 
critics who had scoffed so loudly in the past. 

What the latter had lost sight of was the 
fact that despite all the trials and tribula¬ 
tions, both on and off the field, there have 
always been two constants: Welsh rugby fol¬ 
lowers’ unwavering loyalty to the national 
team, and belief in the inherent talents of 
gifted Welsh players to eventually shine 
through, even in this modern, physical-ori¬ 
ented game. 

What the pragmatic Gatland and his 
backroom team have done is to mould these 
natural assets into a formidable, profession¬ 
al unit, founded on extreme physical fitness 
and an offensive-defence structure, to over¬ 
come the past failings and meet rugby’s 


changed demands head on. Admittedly, this 
uncompromisingly rugged approach, though 
clearly successful thus far, has been general¬ 
ly at the expense of traditional Welsh flair 
and creativity (Shane Williams the notable 
exception); a case in point being the hugely- 
gifted James Hook, now sadly relegated to a 
bit part on the global stage. 

One can only hope that the dour direction 
of the modern game where defence-minded 
teams invariably look for contact rather 
than space (what would the great Carwyn 
James have made of that, 1 wonder?) will not 
permanently preclude flair and more 
instinctive players of his ilk. 

Gatland’s current remit takes him up to 
and including RWC 2015 and no doubt tri¬ 
umph at Twickenham, where his successful 
tenure as Wales coach began in 2005, is now 
the driving force. 

Not only would it be an immense personal 
achievement that would look very nice on 
his CV back home in New Zealand (assum¬ 
ing that is where the proud Kiwi’s ultimate 
ambitions lie), but it would finally confirm 
Wales’ place in the higher echelons of world 
rugby - hence the emphasis on consistent 
excellence of performance, a la the All 
Blacks. 

This over-riding priority will be reinforced 
in the forthcoming autumn clashes with the 
southern hemisphere giants, which are care- 
fully-charted steps along the way to a‘win- 
ning mentality’ - and Gatland’s young 
squad can now justifiably approach these 
further tests with confidence. 

Alas, the same cannot be said of the four 
Welsh regions, who have yet to convince - 
despite a decade of professionalism. 

It is true that they are undoubtedly disad¬ 
vantaged, compared with some of their more 
cash-rich French and English rivals, but 
money surely cannot be the sole reason for 
their lack of sustained success on the field, 
particularly in European competition, that is 
bleakly reflected in poor match attendances. 


As this column has previously noted, they 
have been painfully slow to fully embrace 
the concept of regional rugby in a profes¬ 
sional era - clinging on for too long to an 
outdated and divisive ‘town club’ image - 
instead of pro-actively spreading their net 
far and wide, to win over disengaged sup¬ 
porters from all parts of their region, who in 
the past may have seen them as arch rivals. 

The regions can rightly expect to receive 
some financial support from the WRU, but 
the parent body’s responsibility is to the 
game as a whole in Wales. 

In the final analysis, the regions’ ultimate 
goal has to be self-sufficiency in a profes¬ 
sional world where, rightly or wrongly, a 
once amateur sport has, de facto, become a 
business controlled by the accountant’s bal¬ 
ance sheet. Funding remains a complex 
issue, entangled in the thorny question of 
centralised contracts, personalised financial 
packages, and growing concern over the 
Welsh ‘player-drain’. 

It is to be hoped that all this is finally 
unravelled before a worrying situation esca¬ 
lates into a crisis, just when Welsh rugby, at 
least at national level, is on an unprecedent¬ 
ed high, with exciting young talent pushing 
through at lower age levels. 

In fact, the present feel-good factor is 
encompassing Welsh sport in general, with 
both Cardiff and Swansea in the English 
football premiership and our celebrated con¬ 
tingent of Welsh Olympians preparing to 
make their mark again in the 
Commonwealth Games. 

No wonder the quotation at the head of this 
article seems particularly apt - as we all look 
forward to seeing what a new day brings, ever 
hopeful there is a bit of magic waiting some¬ 
where behind the morning! 

SAD LOSS 

A sobering note to the new season came with the 
recent passing of two of Welsh rugby’s greatest 
halfbacks, Cliff Morgan and Onllwyn Brace, 
who both epitomised outstanding individual flair 
on the field and modesty off it. 

Having been in awe of them as a youngster, I 
came to know Onllwyn, who lived in Cowbridge, 
very well and was proud to call him a friend. 

He is sadly missed.
